He says : "There is not a tent, or any

The Quartermaster's 
iepartment is entirely empty, and there 
s only one camp-kettle to eighty or a 
mndred men." 


He complains bitterly of this state 


„. things, and begs Col. Pickering to 
Ind a remedy, and adds a postscript to 
lis let tor in which he says : 


"There is not a quire of paper or ar- 


ticle of stationery at this post or in the 
department." 


To this grievous complaint Col. Pick- 


ering replied. 


"I am unhappy to inform you that 1 


have not yet received one farthing of 
monej i'ur any purpose whatever , nor 
can 1 get any, there being none in the 
treasury, and the articles cannot be 
supplied. You shall hear from me 
again when I get to headquartcis, which 
s-iuill be whenever I can obtain money 
to defray the expenses of my journey."

an amount of bonds would not be sold, 
as they were wanted for the banks 
which have to submit uncalled for 
called bonds now pledged with the 
Treasurer at Washineton to secure the 
note circulation, but that $10,000,000 
would be furnished at the full market 
price. After much correspondence, in 
which the LonSon firm said-they would 
be content with $20,000,000, a com- 
promise was finally made, and it was 
lecided last night to let tho London 
house have $15.000,000 at the full 
price, and this was accepted.

bonds will be forwarded to London 
direct fiom Washington. 


This raises the sales of the First 


National syndicate in the last three days 
to $26,000,000.
